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Says Town Got Milk 
From Diseased Herds 

Former Inspector Gets $50 1 Veterinary Surgeon Better 




Compensation For 

Short Notice 



Following the complaint of 
Archie Mair at the previous 
meeting that he 'had been un- 
failry dismissed as milk inspec- 
tor, Dr. J. H. Wesley, M.O.H., 
and Mr, Mair were invited to 
attend the town council meeting 
Monday evening. 

■Mr. Mair said at the first 
meeting that he had been dis- 
missed without proper notice, 
and on the ground that he was 
otherwise employed in the day 
time. He said that he could get 
away from his work at any time 
if necessary. He said that the 
real reason he had been dis- 
missed was because he had re- 
fused to comply with instruc- 
tions of the M.O.H. not to permit 
a certain producer, with whose 
milk he could find no fault, to 
ship milk into town. 

On Monday evening Dr. Wes- 
ley made a full statement but 

declined to remain to hear Mr. 
Mair. 

_ "No controversy," said Fr. 

Wesley. 

"I thoroughly agree with ail 
the remarks of Dr. Wesley," said 
J. It. Y. Broughton, chairman of 
the board of health. "I had it! 
thrown up to me that it was a I 
personal grievance. There is j 
nothing to iL When we received 
reports written up in the dark, | 
I thought there was something 
wrong." 

[The letter from Dr. Wesley 
Said that it was not on account 
of any inefficiency, but because 
I was engaged full-time," said 
Mr. Mair. "Now it is because of 
inefficiency. It is easy for an- 1 
other man to go out and find j 
faults. If I wanted anything. 
done, I asked for it and the far- ! 
mors usually did it. If there is' 
so much wrong, why is the bac- 
teria count so low? 

"He talks as if I knew nothing 
of disease of cattle. I took a 
course at the Agricultural Col- 
lege and I had a life experience 
in a dairy. He wanted me to 
close off a producer for nothing." 

"I think it is very wrong for 
us to entertain criticism of the 
head of a department," said 
Iteeve Dr. L. W. Dales. "The 
M.O.H. might be wrong but there 
is friction. It can't go on. The 
matter is settled." 

"I'm here for justice," said 
Mr. Mair. 

. "Unfortunately, I had to dis- 
agree with the rest of the board 
in the first move to replace Mr. 
Mair, for the reason that Mr. 
Hunter, an inexperienced man, 

was suggested," said Mayor Dr. 
S. J. Boyd. 

"Wasn't part of the idea to 
get the work done cheaper?" 
asked Dr. Dales. 

"When they suggested Mr. 
Lockhart, I said that was more 
suitable/' said Dr. Boyd. "At 
the same time, I pointed out, 
from a humane point of view, 
that Mr. Mair had a family and 
needed the money." 

Mr. Mair told the council that 
he would "have to go further," 
but, on the advire of Dr. Boyd 
and Dr. Dales, agreed to accept 
monetary compensation for short 
notice. 

The council voted him $50. 



Qualified, Says 
M.O.H- 



"The question was asked at the 
last council meeting. 'Why 
change to a vet?' " said Dr. J. H. 
Wesley, M.O.H., at the town 
council meeting Monday evening. 
"This brings up another question 
that has been frequently asked: 
•Why was not Dr. Lockhart 
appointed milk inspector at the 
time Archie Mair was?' 

"AH authorities on sanitary 
engineering say that the best 
qualified man in the municipality 
for milk inspector is the local 
veterinary, and that he is the 
one usually appointed. There- 
fore, I first interviewed Dr. 
Lockhart about his taking over 
the work. The doctor was then 
a young, conscientious man, and 
did not have the experience or 
the confidence of the public he 
now has. The first and only 
question I asked him was: 'Dr. 
Lockhart, if you are the farmer's 
veterinary, would you, in case 
you were the town milk inspec- 
tor, be likely to favor the far- 
mer?' And he replied, he did 
not know but he was afraid he 
might. This conscientious an- 
swer from a straightforward 
young veterinary was the decid- 
ing factor in giving the appoint- 
ment to Archie Mair. 

"Dr. Lockhart's experience in 
testing the farmers' cattle for 
tuberculosis rind contagious abor- 
tion places him in a position to 
know all the diseased cattle of 
the district. He is also appointed 
by the federal government exam- 
iner for tuberculosis and con- 
tagious abortion among the far- 
mers' herds. He is the farmers' 
veterinary and is appreciated by 
the public as the most skilful, 
up-to-date veterinary surgeon in 
these parts and as such he is in 
touch with all the cattle of the 
farmers supplying milk to the 
different dairies in town. He 
will not likely allow any farmer 

to ship milk from a diseased 
herd. 

"Milk from cows affected with 
tuberculosis, contagious abortion 
or mastitis should not be dumped 
into the farmer's milk can, 
neither should it be thrown in 
to the pigs without being pre- 
viously boiled. In a limited ex- 
perience as a farmer, I can well 
remember doing a post mortem 
on one of a big litter of young 
pigs that were dying one after 
another, and found that they 
showed unmistakable signs of 
tuberculosis. No doubt the 
mother had been fed the milk 
from tubercular cows and she 
in turn gave the disease to her 
little ones. Diseased milk not 
only contains the germs of 
tuberculosis and contagious abor- 
tion which we have all heard so 
much about, but in the case of 
a cow having mastitis, or in- 
flamed udder, her milk contains 
the most deadly germs, such as 
streptococcus, staphillococcus and 
colon bacilli. 

"If this milk is properly boiled 
or pasteurized, it does the fam- 
ily no particular harm in using 
it for food, but what about a slip 
in the pasteurizer and if the 
work is not carefully done?

FARMER GETS 
$400 DAMAGES 
FOR SEIZURE 



Defendant Given Counter- 
claim For Rent And 
Taxes 

Taking action for an alleged 
wrongful seizure of bis farm 
stock and implements, Alan 
Crocker, East Gwillimbury town- 
ship farmer, was given judgment 
for $-100 and costs by Judge Bar- 
ton in county court last Friday. 

The court also gave judgment 
in favor of the defendant, Er- 
nest M. Pollock, Sutton, for $222 
for rent, taxes, etc., on a counter- 
claim. The other defendant was 
Thomas Ardill, Sutton, the bail- 
iff who made the seizure. 

According to evidence given, 
Mr. Crocker was operating on 
shares a North Gwillimbury farm 
belonging to Joseph Pollock, 
father of Ernest Pollock. About 
a year ago Mr. Pollock served 
notice on the plaintiff to vacate 
the farm May 1, 1038. Mr. 

Crocker rented another farm, in 
East Gwillimbury, last summer 
and moved to it in January of 
this year. 

The two parties were unable to 
agree as to the amount owing 
Mr. Pollock from Mr. Crocker 
and Mr. Pollock had Mr. Ardill 
make a seiztire on the East 
Gwillimbury farm, and then ad- 
vertised a farm sale. 

The day before the sale, N. L. 
Mathews. K.C., solicitor for Mr. 
Crocker, having first warned Mr. 
Pollock, obtained an injunction 
stopping the sale. The damages 
awarded were for injury to Mr. 
Crocker's reputation caused 
through advertising the sale.

MAIN ST. 

Newmarket's most pressing problem, we 
thought until recently, was Main St traffic con- 
gestion. Now it seems that the electric light 
plant, although not apparently so to the layman, 
is the greatest problem. And the town is going 
the right way to solve this problem, that is, by 
study, consultation and consideration. If the 
town is going to be up against a huge expenditure 
in 1945, when Newmarket becomes a Hydro 
municipality, now is the time to begin to face 
the music and perhaps incidentally save citizens 
a lot of money. Whether it is better to act now, 
or to await the worst or to pursue some inter- 
mediate course, is being studied by members of 
the finance and light committees. 

Traffic Congestion 

Main St. congestion is a similar problem, 
although it doesn't seem to have won the attention 
we think it really deserves. Driving up or down 
Newmarket's Main St. on a Saturday is as slow 
and tortuous as driving along King St., Toronto, 
between Bay and Yonge Sts. at noon on a business 
day. although we would regard the King St drive 
as safer and easier on the nerves. Fenders are 
forever being scraped, traffic is delayed and New- 
market's customers arc inconvenienced. 

Worthy of Thought 

The traffic congestion problem is similar to 
the light problem because it will become more 
acute as time goes on. By 1945 Newmarkets 
Main St. will be sorely inadequate, unless changes 
are made. There are possibilities, of course, that 
a provincial highway along Huron St., if it 
materializes, might attract business that way and 
develop Huron St as a second main street but 
the logical thing is to lake steps which will make 
the present Main St. adequate in 25 years. The 
council could set new building lines on both sides 
of Main St. in front of which no new buildings or 
new fronts could be erected. Every building on 
Main St., even today's most elaborate, will be 
replaced some day. Such action would enhance 
Main St. values. Property-owners should readily 
agree to deed to the town the additional land, as 
the street line is gradually moved back. 

Saving Future Grief 

A course that would bring some immediate 
relief would be to widen the street from the 
post office north over the top of the hill. Build- 
ings in this section are already far enough back 
to permit a considerable widening of the street. 
In any event, this Main St. problem deserves the 
same study and consideration that the electric 
light problem is receiving. The town would be 
well repaid if it were to seek? professional advice 
from a town planning engineer. 

Letting The Council Out 

In fairness to the council, we should say that 
we do not believe that the primary responsibility 
for arousing interest in this problem and finding 
a solution for it rests with the council. The 
genera] public suffers as a result of Main St. 
narrowness, but the principal sufferers are the 
business men and property-owners on Main St. 
A problem like this could properly be studied by 
a chamber of commerce or business men's asso- 
ciation before presentation to the council As 
'the town lacks such organizations, the Lions club, 
which numbers civic improvement among its 
objects, might study, consult and recommend.

CRITICISM OF BRITAIN 

Canada's prime minister is not one to speak 
without careful thought, but it seems to us that 
he advances an undesirable principle when he 
states that one British Commonwealth parliament 
should not criticize another, and that what mem- 
bers of parliament shouldn't do, speakers over 
the radio shouldn't do. He might have gone on 
and added the press. To suppress criticisms of 
British foreign policy, and we all know that when 
Britain speaks she not only commits herself but 
also to some extent the dominions, would be to 

deprive Canadians of any voice in British foreign 
affairs. Only through the free expression of 
public opinion in the dominions can Britain know 
to what extent the rest of the British Common- 
wealth will support her in a crisis. 

The Alternative 

A logical complement of Mr. King's principle 
that members of the Canadian parliament 
shouldn't criticize the British government is that 
Canadians, not having raised their voices in 
warning criticism, should give Britain complete; 
support in whatever action she takes or trouble 
she gets into. But are Canadians prepared to do 
that? It is better that they should warn Britain 
where they will not follow her* rather than that 
they should let her down unexpectedly in a 
crisis. 

Inconsistency 

At the present time. New Zealand, with old- 
fashioned ideas of honor and honesty, is opposing 
Britain's effort to push Haile Selassie out of the 
League of Nations. How will the New Zealand 
government be able to defend such action without 
criticism, open or implied, of the British parlia- 
ment? Mr. King, of course, is just asking parlia- 
ment and radio commentators to do what he is 
doing himself, what New Zealand refuses to do, 
to give the silence of consent to unjust treatment 
of Ethiopia. It is just as wrong for a democracy 
as it is for a fascist dictatorship to walk rough- 
shod over the little fellow. Why should over 
400,000 Canadians give their lives or some of the 
best years of their lives, and the entire dominion 
mortgage its future, to protect little Belgium, and 
then give open approval to the conquest of 
Ethiopia, in flagrant disregard of League of 
Nations pledges? We say: Thank God for New 
Zealand.

RURAL ADULT EDUCATION 

(Contributed by Muriel Thorpe, King) 
In the rural areas of this fair country, rural 
adult education is perhaps one of the most vital 
things we lack. When one realizes how advanced 
Canada is along other lines, it seems a shame, 
yes, a crime, that the adult population in rural 
districts has not this advantage. 

Many people have a vision of a perfect coun- 
try. This means no depression or recession, as I 
have recently learned, no unemployment, fair 
wages, not such a wide spread between producer 
and consumer prices. This is all very beautiful 
and by no means impossible. But I hear someone 
ask, how is it possible? Some may blame the 
government, hut f think it lies within ourselves, 
especially the agriculturist. After all, is not 
agriculture the basic industry, so why not start 
there? 

fn the first place, v/c must have adult educa- 
tion including all people who are not attending 
School, This education could be in the form of 
study groups. Such things as music, art, litera- 
ture, handicrafts, and co-operatives might be 
study courses. 

As this is meant for rural communities, I think 
some phase of co-operatives would make an ideal 
study course. Main reason for this conclusion 
| is that the co-operative system has sound Chris- 
tian principles and calls forth the best in a co- 
operative member, thus in an indirect way 
j making better citizens and therefore building a 
finer country. 

The .other subjects mentioned tend to develop 
the higher senses. We, the rural people, need 
this greatly as we have not many opportunities 
of making contacts with the finer arts. 

Once again I want to thank Pickering College 
at Newmarket, and its extension staff for making 
Ihoc things |>ossibIe for us in this community. 
Of course, it is for us to take advantage of our 
opportunities.

But after the first 
two days she was just as enam- 
ored of the wonders of school 
as she had imagined she would 
be: her only trouble was that 
she was too excited to cat her 
lunch. 

My own first attempts to enter 
the temple of knowledge, were 
not so happy. I was, unfortunate- 
ly for my peace of mind, a timid 
child and I got a fright the week 
before school opened. 

It happened that we lived just 
three doors from the school, and 
every morning and evening, I 
saw a rather dreadful looking 
old woman, going to, and leav- 
ing the school. 

She exactly fitted my fairy 
tale fed imagination of what a 
witch should be, and when one 
girl, who went to school, told 
me she was the teacher I would 
have, I nearly went mad with 
fear. 

It was in vain that father and 
mother tried to tell me she only 
cleaned the school. 

"Jean goes to school, and you 
don't, she knows," was all I 
would say, and I was almost too 
sick with fright to go. At last 
mother said. "I'll go with you, 
and if she is your teacher, I'll 
bring you home again." 

So. knowing that I could de- 
pend on mother's word, I ven- 
tured forth, firmly clasping the 
maternal hand. 

Going into the big sunny room, 
and meeting the teacher, whom 
I. like every other child who was 
fortunate enough to be under her 
care, learned to love very dearly, 
I cheered up, and soon found that 
for an only child, school was a 
marvellous place. 

I've heard of children since 
who had fears about starting, of 
one kind and another. Some 
were wisely dealt with, as in my 
own case, but in some the old, 
stern, "you'll go because I say

endured for years. 

It is hard sometimes to really 
get inside a child's mind and 
find what is at the bottom of 
their fears and aversions, but if 
one can get at the root of the 
matter, there is nearly always a 
very simple solution. 

Of course, in my primer days, 
we stuck pretty well to funda- 
mentals, except that we happen- 
ed to have a teacher who loved 
music, and when she saw small 
folk beginning to look weary, 
and restless, she had us stand up 

and sing — that helped. 

But what growth there is 

along educational lines! This 
spring is seeing it broadening 
and spreading like a pleasant 
tree, under which weary little 
scholars may find just what suits 
their busy little bodies and 
brains. 

When I hear of, and see the 
building and sewing and plan- 
ning and decorating, the splen- 
did books provided for young 
minds to feed on, I cannot help 
but think that the generation 
which is benefitting by the 

change will be a more contented 

one. 

They will have an opportunity 
to try several things — in minia- 
ture, naturally — but it may show 
the bent of their inclination. 
They will be at home with sew- 
ing, cooking, planning the fur- 
nishing of a room, planning a 
house, if they ever have to, car- 
ving, drawing, painting, and last 
but not least, by the aid of the 
new books, finding out how the 
little people in other lands live 
and learn. 

There seems to be growth 
among the educationalists as well 
as among those to be educated, 
and even if the new system is at 
times a bit confusing to teachers 
and pupils, yet it's a step in 
the right direction. 

I fancy the suddenness with 
which some of the changes have 
been introduced, is responsible 
for the rather confused idea held 
by some as to the aim and object 
of all the changes.

me," continued Mr. Horsely. "I 
pulled over as much as I could 
and was on the edge of the pave- 
ment. My car was hit on the 
rear left wheel, my back wheels 
skidded on the grass and the car 
shot around. When I recovered 
from the shock, I noticed the 
other car behind mine in the 
field. There was quite a bit of 
damage done to my car, but no 
one was "hurt. We went back to 
find the other driver, about five 
minutes after the impact, but 
could see no one." 

"I arrived at the scene of the 
accident about ten minutes after 
it occurred," testified Provincial 

Constable A. 0. Ferguson. "I 
found Horsely near his car and 
a second car in the field on the 
west side. On examining the 
other car. I noticed it belonged 
to the Service Motor Sales, Tor- 
onto. As a result. I arrested 
Maybee two and a half hours 
later. He was sleeping in a 
tourist cabin at the Rivcrview 
Inn, about 300 yards from the 
accident. The car driven by 
Maybee travelled 366 feet from 
the point of contact to where it 
finally stopped. The accused 
seemed to me under the influ- 
ence of liquor, so I took him to 
Dr. B. L. Sinclair, Bradford." 

"It was about two and a half 
hours after the accident occurred 
when Maybee was brought to my 
office," stated Dr. Sinclair. 
"There was a distinct odor of 
liquor, his face was flushed and 
his eyes dilated. I gave a ner- 
vous examination and I would 
say he was under the influence 
of liquor. The muscular test3 
took a distinct effort and May- 



bee couldn't walk in a straight 
line. I would say at the time 
of the accident the accused 
would be unable to drive but 
he was beginning to sober up 
when I examined him." 

"Would you say the accused 
was in a condition to drive?" 
questioned the magistrate. 

"He might have been all right 
when I saw him. but he was not 
in a condition to drive two or 
three hours before that time," 
an-wered Dr. Sinclair. 

"I have witnesses to prove I 
was working in Toronto until 10 j 
p.m.,"' stated Mr. Maybee. "How- 
ever, I won't deny drinking be- j 
cause I had two drinks of gin." j 

The evidence given by Con- j 
stable Ferguson was corrobor- j 
ated by Provincial Constable i 

Ivan Spencer. ' 

"I am not satisfied with the J 
evidence on the drunk driving 
charge."' stated the magistrate. 
"It will be dismissed." 

'The accused was convicted of 
reckless driving once before and 
he also served a term for fraud 
in Toronto three years ago," 
stated N. L. Mathews, K.C., J 
crown attorney. 

The magistrate allowed all 
evidence given on the first 
charge to stand for the other 
charges and the accused was sen- 
tenced on this. 

The charges laid by County 
Constable Aubrey Fleury against 
Frank Bell, Fred Judge and 
Charles Judge, all of King town- 
ship, for having liquor illegally, ; 
were adjourned for two weeks, I 
9s there will be no court session j 
next week. 

The crown attorney asked that 
a warrant be issued for the 
arrest of John Zolalurink, Tor- 
onto, who failed to appear in ;

independent engineer, I want it 
understood that we are not 
approving of a $25,000 expendi- 
ture. 

"I'd like to see Mr. Rachar use 
his talents to get down our peak 
load without spending money 
One of the big users, the high 
school, might he able to shut 
off at the peak lime. Mr. 
Kobinson, another large user, 
might be able to shut off at that 
time, for an inducement.' 1 

"I agree that we shouldn't got 
the Hydro," said Mr. Robinson. 
"Mr. Rachar is a man of ability. 
When I hire a man I believe in 
letting him do his job until he 
proves to me that he hasn't the 
ability to do the job he was hired 
for. Then I lire him." 

'The Hydro confirmed Mr. 
Rachar's statement that we could 
save 18 per cent of our power," 
said Dr. Boyd, 'The Hydro said 
that we could readily lose 25 per 
cent. 

'There is a lot in what Mi. 
Vale says. Twonty-fivo thous- 
and dollars is a lot of money. 1 
am not in favor of embarking on 
a $25,000 expenditure without 
taking a lot of advice. We are 
getting along very well. The 
public can vote on it at the end 
of the year. Now that Mr. Os- 
borne has objected to the Hydro 
engineers, I would bold the pro- 
ject up until the public have had 
time to consider it." 

"I am op|M>sed to spending 
$500 to bring in an outside man." 
said Reeve Dr. I*. W. Dales. "1 
would sooner l>ut the money into 
equipment. There should ho a 
lot of co-operation in reducing 
the peak load. We might save 
$2,000 or $3,000. Let the water 
ami light committee go ahead 

and expend what is necessary. 
Mr. ttarhar may have lo go over 
tbe budget $2,000 or $3,000." 

Heplying lo Mr. Vale, who had 
left the meeting, Mr. Rachar 
said: "How are you going to got 
the high school to keep off peak? 
One dark day In the winter is 
sufficient to make them use their 
lights. 11 only fakes one day a 
month to put the peak up." 

'They have stoves too, and do 
a lot of cooking," said Councillor 
Arthur Evans. 

"A number of the power users 
say .that the saving wouldn't he 
worth the business they would 
lose by shutting down," said Mr. 
Rachar. • 

"The Hydro doubted if wo 
would get our money back," said 
Mayor Royd. 

"I am In favor of letting Mr. 
Rachar go ahead," said Dr. Dales.

obligation to give the herds a 
careful inspection, to see that the 
milk is well pasteurized and that 
it is delivered to the homes safe 
to use. 

"Though I have been receiving 
monthly reports of the inspection 
of the farmers' premises, there 
has never been one report that 
showed that any cow or herd 
which had been inspected had 
tuberculosis, contagious abortion, 
a diseased udder, or other dis- 
ease. The only mention of dis- 
ease was one cow that was 
affected with lump jaw, but 
Questions 11 and 12 on the milk 
form, 'Are the cattle healthy and 
if not healthy, name the disease 
with which the cattle are affect- 
ed,* have invariably been to say 
there has been no disease in any 
of the cattle of all the farmers' 
herds inspected since Archie 
Mair started his work as milk 
inspector something over two 
years ago. 

"Is it not time that the board 
of health made a move to have 
someone appointed to this most 
important position who knows 
more about the work and will 
give the board the information 
they are supposed to get? Per- 
sonally I know of milk from 
cattle that were affected with 
contagious abortion coming into 
the town dairies and the milk 
inspector working at another 
job at the same time, but getting 
ptid for inspecting cattle to be 
sure the people were not getting 
milk from diseased herds. In 
other words, we must have a 

man qualified to make a medical 
inspection of the herds, and 
time and opportunity to do it. 

"The veterinary surgeon of 
today receives a course in milk 
hygiene which gives him a 
training and a knowledge in 
sanitary science as it relates to 
the production of clean whole- 
some dairy products. The uni- 
versal pasteurization of milk, the 
legislation for which was brought 
down at the last meeting of 
Parliament, is evidence of pub- 
lic opinion on such matters. 'Hie 
science of health and disease in 
man and animals requires the 
oversight of those specially 
trained in the work, men who 
are graduates from medical col- 
leges, with special additional 
training at the school of hygiene 
at Toronto university, men who 
are graduates from veterinary 
colleges, and with special train- 
ing in matters pertaining to pure 
foods and the infectious diseases 
of animal:* as carried to humans 
through the ingestion of milk. 

"The constant work of the ever 
faithful milk inspector is to wage 
war on the many kinds of bac- 
teria that get in their deleterious j 
work on the human race all live 
way from the cradle to the 
grave. 

"Archie Mair claims that he 
was unfairly dismissed from the 
position of milk inspector. I will 
admit that there had never been 
much controversy between the 
inspector and the board or even 
between Archie and myself. 
When I spoke to him about doing 
his inspections often after dark, 
he always tried to tell me that 
night time was the better time, 
and would not offer to do what 
I wanted him to do, in spite of 
the fact that the town milk by- 
law specifically states ho is to be 
under the jurisdiction and con- 
trol of the medical officer of 
health and is to make his in- 
spections in such n way as shall 
l>e directed by the medical 
officer of health. 

"As to the proper time to 
Inspect the farmers' premises, 1 
took the matter up with Dr. 
Phalr, who is deputy-minister of 
health, and Dr. Berry, who is 
chief of the division of sanitary 
engineering, also with Mr. Tyler. 
who is doing the inspection of 
dairies in York county for the 
deportment of health, and they 
all three said that the best time 
was in daylight. After one has 
worked all day on a regular job, 
he is not in the best condition to 
undertake such important work 
as the Inspection of stables, cat- 
tle, and dairy utensils. 

"During 1937 and long before, 



one man within the corporation 
limits had been selling his milk 
unpasteurized to people in town, 
and my first intimation of this 
was when the inspector from the 
department of health brought me 
a report of his inspection. The 
work of finding people in town 
or out of town breaking the town 
milk by-law should belong to the 
inspector, but as his time is so 
much taken with his regular job, 
important matters of this kind 
are going wrong every day. 

"Several milkers have owned 
up to the present inspector that 
they do not wash their hands 
before milking (Sec. 11). 

*VOne place which has been 
regularly inspected by the late 
inspector is found to have the 
gutter behind the cows filled 
with liquid manure, and no 
drainage from it. With such un- 
sanitary arrangements, it is 

impossible to produce clean 
milk. 

"Another place is reported by 
the new inspector as having very 
dirty, watery milk in the milk 
vat for cooling purposes, show- 
ing that the water has not been 
changed for some long time. 

"Another place under my own 
observation, there were fowl in 
the same part of the stable, with 
the milk cows. As the doors 
were all shut, I was compelled 
to believe that they were being 
housed there contrary to section 
18. 

"Another stable was reported 
by Archie Mair as having been 
regularly white-washed when, as 
a matter of fact, it had never 
been white-washed since it was 
built, and it had been built for 
a number of years. 

"According to the by-law, 
(Sec. 12), all parts of the pas- 
teurizer arc to be dismantled 
after use, and nil parts of the 
same to be washed and sterilized 
before being used again. While 
inspecting one of the dairies, I 
was informed that they took thci 
piping down every couple of j 
days, and yet the reports of this 
dairy are certified to as having 
been taken down every day. 

"Even the reports of the 
inspection of the town dairies by 
the representative of the depart- 
ment of health, where from 15 
to 10 recommendations for alter- 
ations or improvements for each 
of the dairies have been made, 
did not change the answers to 
the questions of the weekly re- 
port on these dairies. The same 
defects in the dairies passed 

unnoticed by the former inspect- 
or. 

"And least of all reasons for 
asking and recommending the 
change of inspector was any 
antipathy toward Archie because 
lie would not discontinue a ship- 
per that I asked him to. Accord- 
jng to the town milk by-law the 
inspector is under the jurisdic- 
tion and control of the M.O.I I. 
and is Co make his inspections 
according to his directions. No 
other arrangement could be sat- 
isfactory, 

"While I regret having to go 
into this matter in detail, I sin- 
cerely hone you ore satisfied that 
the board of health, or a major- 
ity of the board, were quite just- 
ified in asking for a change of 
the inspector and that the some 
is in the host interests of the 
public health. It was not from 
any personal motive, but done 
after careful consideration and 
discussion by the hoard. The 
(wsiiion of the medical health 
officer is a killer on business, 
but with the hocking of the vet- 
eran chairman, J. R. Y. Brough- 
ton, there Is nothing to regret in 
the matter."

CONSTAB LESGE T CREDIT 

Three men are charged with 

entering Cousins* Dairy at 1 a.m. 
Monday, as a result of super- 
sleuthing by the local constables.
